Families Urged to Spend 
More Play Time Together

ARM families are giving much 
E thought and effort to providing an 
adequate food supply to meet the needs 
of growing children. Emphasis is being 
placed on the proper kind of, clothing 
and on homes that will give comfort 
and protection, But some times we for- 
get that family ties are built by whole- 
some fun and pleasure and that a fam- 
ily that “plays together stays together.” 

Most children not only delight in a 
home play ground but receive rouch 
benefit, physical and mental, from 
one, 

It is perfectly possible to plan and 
equip a home playground that will run 
itself, with an occasional eye from 
Mother as she goes about her household 
duties. It can be so simple that Father 
can set it up if he is at all handy with 
a hammer and saw. Older brothers and 
sisters have been known to do an excel- 
lent job in setting up the playground 
and in making all sorts of simple toys 
from coffee cans, cereal boxes, spools 
and large buttons. 

A swing is a necessity from the child- 
ren’s point of view. All that is necessary 
is a safe overhead support, two side 


Pasture Work 


D. F. Moorer of Frankville, Washing- 
ton County, is one of the demonstration 
farmers who has made an outstanding 
success in his pasture work. Mr. Moor- 
er, in the spring of 1937, seeded eight 
acres with 10 pounds of lespedeza and 
10 pounds of Dallis grass per acre, and 
used 400 pounds of triple-superphos- 
phate per acre, In addition each acre re- 
ceived a little over a ton of lime. 

So pleased was Mr. Moorer with the 
results obtained that in the spring of 
1939, he put in an additional 17 acres 
of pasture. This additional acreage. was 
treated in exactly the same manner as 
the original acreage. 

On a recent visit to Mr. Moorer’s 
farm, H. W. Moss, assistant county 
agent, said the Dallis grass looks as if 
it were at least in its second year, and 
there is a perfect stand of lespedeza. 

Mr. Moorer says, ‘There have been 
from 15 to 20 head of cattle grazing on 
the entire acreage since early spring 
without hurting the grass in the least. 
I attribute the splendid results I have 
obtained to the phosphate and lime used 
on this land. I believe that a good per- 
manent pasture is one of the finest in- 
vestments a farmer can make.” 

However, the greatest benefits from 
Mr. Moorer’s demonstration pasture are 
yet to come, The influence of this work 
in his community is evidenced by the 
increased interest of neighboring farm- 
ers in pasture work. 


There’re Two Bulls 


There is one big difference between 
a good bull and a scrub. The good bull 
builds the herd while the serub bull 
tears it down. 

“Nothing will tear down a good dairy 
herd so fast and so completely as a 


serub sire,’ says F. W. Burns, exten- 
sion animal husbandman. “The descend- 
ants of a scrub bull soon cease to be 
milk cows in any profitable sense and 
become mere walking appetites. 


‘The grade bull is but little better 


ropes and a seat. It’s lot more fun to 
swing when some one else is doing the 
same thing.

The ages and sizes of children will 
help to decide what kind of play equip- 
ment will be needed to anchor the 
young folk, Let them have a vote in 
deciding where the playground is to be 
located and what equipment will be 
needed to keep them busy and happy. 

The responsibility of providing a play 
space falls upon the mothers and fath- 
ers, but their responsibility does not end 
with making arrangements for a play- 
ground. They need to become skilled in 
the art of play. Let’s make Alabama 
farm homes “safe and wholesome places 
for play.” 


than the scrub, and the chief difference 
lies in the fact that the scrub bull is 
sure to sire scrub calves, while the 
grade sire is very likely to do so. The 
more nearly a grade bull approaches to 
purity of breeding, the better the ave- 
rage run of his calves will be, but there 
is always the element of uncertainty; he 
may throw back to his serub ancestry. 
A tolerably good bull is like a tolerab- 
ly good egg—not good enough.” 


Finds New Method 


J. D. Wood, Franklin County farm 
agent, has found a good way to keep 
the cows from breaking into the corn 
field. “Keep good pastures and plenty 
of feed for the cows and they will stay 
in pastures and will not break into the 
corn fields.” he says. ‘When they break 
out two or three times and find less to 
eat in the field than they do in the pas- 
ture they will give no more trouble.” 
He believes that many farmers can make 
some money by establishing a good pas- 
ture, fix fairly good fences and then 
buy “fence-breaking” cows from their 
neighbors. 


Boys Learn Poultry 


Earl and Seale Moorer, brothers of 
the Georgiana, Butler County, 4-H club 
have had an outstanding joint poultry 
project this spring and summer. Their 
first 500 chicks, brooder house and 
electric brooder burned one night, but 
not to be outdone these boys have 
bought two more lots of 450 chicks 
each, making 1,400 chicks they have 
bought this year. They sold 400 fryers 
in May at 19 cents a pound for $125.00 
and cleared $63.00 on them. The 450 
chicks at six cents cost $26.00, the feed 
cost $60.00, making a total of $87.00.

Mr, 
Creel is a great believer in legumes and 
has found that best results come when 
there is plenty of phosphate under 
them, 


Here’s Way To 
Stop Weevils 
\ Gea ieee crne se 


annually take a large toll from the 
farmer's harvest. A lot of us have lost 
“religion” when we see the damage the 
weevils do to our seed corn and the peas 
we were saving for planting next 
spring. 

These pests can be controlled effec- 
tively with common “high life” (carbon 
disulphide) fumigation. If the crib is 
tight with no cracks it can be used; 
otherwise use heavy paper on the floor 
and spread a large tarpaulin over the 
corn or peas to be treated. A barrel 
may be used for small quantities of seed 
or sacks of peas being kept over for 
planting and eating. The “high life” 
gives off a vapor which penetrates the 
grain and kills weevils. 

By having a tarpaulin which spreads 
over the pile far enough to cut out air 
effective fumigation of corn may be ob- 
tained with ordinary sized piles. 

Use five to 20 pounds of carbon disul- 
phide, depending on the tightness, to 
each 1,000 cubic feet. In barrels use one 
teaspoonful per gallon or two pints per 
60 gallons. 

When using this method of fumiga- 
tion fire must absolutely be kept away 
from the crib. Also if corn is treated an 
amount to last several days should be 
taken out of the crib before the treat- 
ment starts. 

To get tuli details and instructions on 
this treatment write to J. M. Robinson, 
entomology department, Auburn, Ala- 
bama, for a copy of the leaflet, “Con- 
trol of Insect Pests in Stored Grains, 
Peas and Beans.” It is free and best re- 
sults cannot be obtained in controlling 
the weevils unless detailed instructions 
are followed. 


Saves Vetch Seed 


Vetch seed saving is not yet a com- 
mon practice in Alabama but C. N. 
Buchanan of the Lilly Flag community 
in Madison County has started it in a 
big way. 

Last fall he planted four and a half 
acres in common vetch and wheat, use- 
ing 10 pounds of vetch seed and one 
bushel of wheat per acre. This spring 
and early summer he harvested 4,610 
pounds of vetech and wheat seed from 
this four and a half acres. About 50 
to 60 per cent of this seed is vetch. 

Quite a few farmers in Madison 
County are going into seed saving in 


a big way. 


Cull and Can 
ls Good Rule 
For Poultry 


AVE you culled your poultry flock 
L yet? If not why not put the culls in 
cans for next winter’s eating? Mature 
birds are best for canning, says Lavada 
Curtis, food preservation specialist of 
the State Extension Service. 

Here are her suggestions: 

Seleet plump two-year old hens, 

Dress the chickens as for cooking. Re- 
move the lungs, kidneys and eggs. 

Cut the chicken into the usual size 
pieces and separate into three piles—the 
meaty pieces, such as breasts, thighs, and 
upper wing joints in one; the bony 
pieces, as wings, necks, in another; and 
the giblets in another, Do not can gib- 
lets with other meat as they will flavor 
and discolor it, 

Trim off lumps of fat and leave the 
skin on or off, as preferred, 

Make broth with bony pieces, Cover 
with lightly salted cold water and sim- 
mer until meat is tender. Strip off the 
meat from bones and can as small 
pieces, Keep broth for meaty pieces. 
Pre-cook meaty pieces in oven or water 
and pack hot. Process in steam pressure 
cooker for 55 minutes for number 2 
cans and 65 minutes for pint glass Jars.

MARKETS FOR CROPS 


OW that ample facilities have been 
N provided to Monroe County for 
marketing hogs and cattle to the best 
advantage, and a sales outlet has also 
been provided for all the peanuts our 
farmers are able to grow, it occurs to 
us that our hustling business men should 
give serious consideration to providing 
convenient markets for other farm pro- 
ducts. 

We have the land and the people in 
this county who will grow such farm 
products as can be placed upon the mar- 
ket in a profitable way. When the farm- 
er has been shown that he can market 
a given product there will be no great 
difficulty in getting that product grown. 
And the field is still wide open. 

We have no particular program in 
mind: but it does occur’ to us that a 
way might be found for marketing 
chickens, eggs and many other kinds of 
produce in some systematic way that 
would assure the farmer in advance that 
he can sell his products when he grows 
it. 

We are not unmindful of the rolling 
stores and others who buy chickens and 
eggs direct from the farmer, and they 
are doing a good work. But if some per- 
manent marketing arrangement could 
be devised so that the farmer would 
know that he could bring his produce 
there at any time and receive in cash a 
fair market price, it would stimulate 
the growing of produce for market, and 
further establish in the minds of the 
small farmer that idea of confidence 
and independence so essential to the 
highest type of citizenship—Monroe

Elba Schools Open With 
Heavy Enrollment; Plans 
For New Building Made 


The 1939-40 term of the Elba|tion, The need for a new building 


Schools was formally opened Mon- 
day morning with brief exercises 
held in the auditorium, Rev, J, C| 
Vickers read a scripture lesson 
and made a short talk after which 
Rey. J. A, Timmerman gave a 
fhort talk, 

Superintendent J, C, Dixon made 
& number of announcements fol- 
lowing which pupils were register- 
ed and classified, Class work was 
taken up Tuesday morning in reg- 
ular order, 

Enroliment in the high school 
bad reached a total of 817 Wed- 
nesday morning, and many others 
are expected within the next few’ 
weeks. ‘Total enrollment in high 
gchool last year was only 282, In 
the elementary school Wednesday's 
enrollment had reached 810, ‘This 
is near the normal figure for these 
grades, 

Coincidental with the opening of 
the schools is the announcement 
that the Elba system has been 
formally taken into the county 
system, The County Board of Ed- 
ucation by appropriate resolutions 
has uccepted the Elba schools as 
& part of the county system and 
in, the future will have supervi- 
sion of the local institutions. So 
far as actual management of the 
schools is concerned there will not 
be any material change. 

Announcement of great impor- 
tance and much interest to people 
of Elba is that preliminary plans 
have already been made for a new 
grammar school building. The 
plans drawn by Dittmar & Rob- 
erts, architects of Montgomery, 
provide for a building with ten 
class rooms all modernly arrang- 
ed and completely equipped in the 
latest and most up-to-date style. 

In- addition to the new building 
plans call for the addition or a 
study hall and library, and a lab- 
oratory room to the present high 
school building. Other improve- 
ments include a new roof and in- 
side repairs to the structure. 

The new building is to be locat- 
ed directly in front of the old 
grammar school building, facing 
West. The old building, accord- 
ing to present plans, would be al- 
lowed to stand until the new 
building is finished. It would then 
be razed and all material-possible 
saved and used in the construc- 
tion of a gymnasium and perhaps 
cther buildings. 

The new grammar school build- 
ing and additions to the high 
school building are estimated to 
cost $52,000.00. The County Board 
has made out and is submitting 
this week to the Public Works 
Administration an amendatory ap- 
Plication for assistance in this 
work, 1t is pointed out by school 
cfficials that this application will 
not be considered as a new proj- 
ect, but an extension of the nuge 
building program which has been 
underway in the county for the 
past several months, The present 
county program is approximately 
ninety per cent complete, and 
when finished will represent an 
expenditure of more than $276,- 
000.00. 

According to estimates of the 
Elba project the Public Works Ad- 
ministration will be asked for a 
grant of $23,400.00, the remainin- 
ing $28,600.00 to be furnished by 
the County Board of Education. 
Recently it was announced that 
the PWA had a large sum of mon- 
ey that had not been allocated. 

County Superintendent A. C, 
Dunaway, J. C. Fleming chairman 
of the City School Board, J. C. 
Dixon superintendent of schools, 
and Mr, Roberts architect of Mont- 
gomery, went to Atlanta today 
and will present the amendatory 
application to the regional office 
of the Public Works Administra- 
tion Friday morning. 

Patrons of the school and citi- 
zens generally are hoping that a 
favorable report will be received 
cn presentation of the applica-

ONLY FEW BALES GINNED 
IN COUNTY BEFORE SEPT. 1 
According to a census bureau 

report released Tuesday by Spe- 

cial Agent, Jesse L. Hildreth, there 
were only 793 bales of cotton gin- 
ned in the county from the crop 

cf 1939, prior to September 1. 

This compares with a total of 

8,792 bales ginned to the same 

date last year. 

So far as we have any know- 
ledge this is the smallest number 
of bales ever reported in the Sep- 
tember 1st bulletin. While the 
next report is expected to show a 
large increase, ginnings for the 
year will be very low. Some prog- 
nosticators place the crop as low 
#s twenty-five per cent of normal, 
while others are guessing that it 
will reach around thirty-five per 
cent, Many farmers will be sur- 
prised if they gather as much as 
one-third of a normal yield.

If a congregation will pray for 
their preacher as he labors among 
them then he can preach better,

A congregation that won't pray 
for its preacher is not much of a 
congregation to preach to. 

AGAIN —A congregation that 
“PULLS FROM,” never “PUSH- 
ES.” You call a preacher to lead 
and to launch a spiritually pro- 
gressive church program, then 
through lack of cooperation and 
unnecessary talking on the part of 
congregation makes the preacher 
to be under a strain and cannot 
work a program rightly. 

TOO —A church congregation 
would only realize that their 
preacher must live, and he ac- 
cepts encouragement and Chris- 
tian consideration given him by 
his congregation and appreciates 
it. 

Try praising your preacher for 
a while and you will see a vast 
difference in his work, a difference 
in your attitude toward him, and 
your church will begin to grow 
by leaps and bounds, 

If you don't like your preacher, 
begin to pray for him. Pray that 
he may preach a great message 
and souls may be saved as a re- 
sult, then your preacher will be- 
come a better preacher to you, 

No preacher is perfect, neither 
is there a perfect congregation,

DRIVERS SHOULD APPLY FOR 
NEW LICENSES IMMEDIATELY 

Capt, James F. Brawner, direc- 
tor of the Drivers License Division 
of the Department of Public Safe- 
ly, announced Saturday that all 
holders of licenses to drive motor 
vehicles in Alabama who expect 
to continue driving after Septem- 
ber 80 should file applications im- 
mediately with the Probate Judges 
of their respective counties for 
their 1940 drivers licenses, All 
such licenses now currently in use, 
it was pointed out, expire on Sep- 
tember 30, 

All necessary application forms, 
Captain Brawner said, are now on 
hand at probate offices. Drivers 
now licensed may obtain individual 
application forms there on request, 
he added. ‘After filling out the 
form,” he continued, “the appli- 
cant should return it to the Judge 
of Probate and pay him the re- 
quired license fee of $1.10. This 
fee is the same for all classes of 
drivers, whether an owner or non- 
owner of the car, truck, or other 
motor vehicle concerned. 

“The Judge of Probate will give 
the applicant a receipt for the fee 
paid, and will himself forward the 
application to this department. 
The driver's license will thereafter 
be mailed to him by the depart- 
ruent direct, Each license issued 
will be good for a period of two 
years from September 30, 1939.” 

Under the law, Captain Brawn- 
er explained, “any present non- 
driver who is not a holder of a 
1939 driver’s license and does not 
become a 1939 driving licensee 
prior to October 1 must, on and 
after that date, go before an of- 
ficially authorized examiner of this 
Division and undergo the required 
examination before a license is is- 
sued to him. He must, of course, 
pass the prescribed test to quali- 
fy himself as being eligible for a 
driver's license. 

“This test will not be undply 
rigid,” he continced. ‘On the con- 
trary, it will be reasonable and 
fractical from every standpoint, 
based on visual, mental, and op- 
erative ability and competency to 
safely drive a motor vehicle on 
the highways and streets of the 
State. There will be 15 examin- 
ers who will hold tests in each 
county of the State at least once 
a week, following a regular sched- 
ule of which the public will be ad- 
vised by printed notices posted in 
court houses, and appearing in the 
press. Each examination will re- 
guire from 15 to 20 minutes. Ap- 
plicants should feel no apprehen- 
sion in submitting’ themselves to 
the test, as any reasonably good 
driver should be able to pass it 
without difficulty. 

“Sergeant Roy J. Grubbs of the 
State Highway Patrol, as Chief 
Examiner, will direct the work of 
examination. He has but recently 
returned from Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan, after completing a _ special 
course to fully qualify him to per- 
form the duties of the important 
post to which he has been assign- 
ed. The special course of which 
he has had the advantage was 
conducted jointly by the National 
Safety Council and the University 
fuculty at the University of Michi- 
gan, and was attended by men 
from all sections of the country 
who are either engaged already or 
soon will be in direction of the 
same activity of which Sergeant 
Grubbs is to have charge in 
Alabama,”

PROFIT IN CORN 
IF FED TO HOGS 

AUBURN, Ala,— Even though 
hog prices are lower this year than 
they were last year, there is still 
a profit to be made by selling corn 
through hogs, according to Dr, R. 
S. Sugg, livestock specialist of the 
Alabama Extension Service, 

Farmers who have hogs that 
they expect to market in the next 
f~w months should begin now to 
get them in marketing’ condition 
so they can be sold for slaughter- 
ing purposes during September or 
early October, Sugg «udvises, 

“September is usually the month 
in which the highest prices are 
paid for hogs during the fall,” he 
says. ‘In a number of cases it 
would be to the advantage of farm- 
ers to dispose of old corn, which 
probably has a heavy weevil in- 
festation by now, through hogs, 
This will make additional room 
for the new crop which will be 
harvested in the near future, 

“Many farmers can make good 
use of their early corn at this 
time by hogging during Septem- 
ber, Hogs will make excellent 
gains through this system and will 
utilize a large portion of the soy- 
bean plants present in the field. 
If soybean plants are ayailable in 
the field it will be necessary to 
furnish only about one-half of the 
normal amount of protein in fat- 
tening hogs,” 

By using good feeder pigs it is 
possible to produce 100 pounds of 
gain from 350 to 400 pounds of 
corn plus from 40 to 50 pounds 
of protein, the livestock specialist 
States. If corn is fed alone, it 
will take from 550 to 700 pounds 
of corn to make 100 pounds of 
fain, depending on the type of 
feeder pigs used.

ed to discuss, 

“Apricultural leaders in Con- 
gress, Department of Agriculture 
officials and others interested in 
the various phases of the farmers’ 
problems are interested in getting 
farmer opinion on the farm pro- 
gram,” said Jones. "We have ask- 
ed committeemen and farmers to 
study the questions and to make 


their suggestions to the county 
committee.” Among the things 
listed in Jones’ letter were; 


1, Methods of selecting county, 
community and State AAA com- 
mittees. At present the State 
committee is appointed by Secre- 
tary Wallace, 

2, Method of determining acre- 
age allotments. 

3, Methods of dividing pay- 
ments between landlords, tenants 
and sharecroppers. 

4, Rates of, when to 
available, and who should be 
gible, for crop loans, 

5, Changes in methods of de- 
termining marketing quotas, 

6, Soil building practices—new 
ones to be added and rate of pay. 

7. Changes in the establishment 
of general soil depleting acreages 
and home needs, 

8 Home gardens — suggested 
size and standards, 

Jones said full discussions of 
these problems by farmers would 
aid materially in developing a pro- 
gram that will more nearly fit the 
needs of the farmers.

MICAH: A MESSENGER OF 
SOCIAL JUSTICE 


LESSON TEXT—Micah 3:1-12; 6:6-8, 

GOLDEN TEXT—What doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love merey, and to walk humbly with thy 
God?—Micah 6:8, 


We demand human rights, social 
justice, and economic security, Cor- 
rupt judges and bribe-taking offi- 
cials must be put out of office. Land- 
lords must not squeeze every penny 
out of their tenants; loan sharks 
must be put out of business; the 
rich must not oppress the poor. The 
Church must have ministers with a 
real message and must share in the 
solution of the problems of human- 
ity. 

No, we did not copy that para- 
graph out of today's newspaper. It 
is the message that the prophet Mi- 
cah preached more than 2,500 years 
ago. And what's more, he not only 
presented theories, but he knew how 
to accomplish his purpose of real 
social justice. It is time some of 
those who talk about this subject 
got back to the Bible and really 
learned how it can be done, 

I. Social Injustice (3:1-10). 

The inhumanity of man toward 
man is not something that just hap- 
pened. There are fundamental rea- 
sons for such conditions, and they 
are the same in our time as in Mi- 
cah’s day. The responsibility rests 
squarely on the failure of our na- 
tional and spiritual leaders to per- 
form their God-given tasks. 

1, Rulers without Judgment (3;1-4, 
9-10). 

The obligation of anyone who is 
given or who seeks public office is 
to know judgment. This does not 
mean only that he is to have a gen- 
eral knowledge of the law and its 
technicalities; he is to know justice 
in his very heart, to love it, and to 
see that it is always rightly admin- 
istered. 

The leaders of Israel had woefully 
failed, in fact had deliberately de- 
parted from the standards of God, 
and Micah exposed them in plain, 
dramatic, well-spoken words, While 
verses 2 and 3 are not to be taken 
literally, they do in striking figura- 
tive speech describe _ust what un- 
scrupulous politicians do to an un- 
suspecting people. 

2. Prophets with a False Message 
(3:5-8). 

In such a day might one not ex- 
pect God’s messengers to have a 
word of condemnation for the lead- 
ers and of comfort for the people? 
Not only did they keep quiet about 
the sin and corruption which they 
Saw about them, but they actually 
encouraged their prominent and 
wealthy ‘church members" in their 
sin by saying, ‘‘All is well.” Such 
religious leaders have not altogether 
perished from the earth. 

Let ministers of God be like Mi- 
cah, who is described in verse 8 as 
a man of judgment and justice, be- 
cause he was “‘full of power by the 
Spirit of the Lord.” 

II, Social Security (3:11, 12; 6: 
6-8), 

No, that idea was not discovered 
by the politicians of the 1930's. It 
has been in the plan of God from 
the beginning; in fact only in Him 
is there any real national, personal, 
or social security. Micah skillfully 
unmasked false security and re- 
vealed the way of true security. 

1, False Security and Divine Judg- 
ment (3:11, 12). 

When the heads of a nation “‘judge 
for reward” and its religious leaders 
“teach for hire'’ and its prophets 
“divine for money” (y. 11), there is 
no use to talk plously about God 
being with us. 

The prophecy of verse 12 was ful- 
filled three times—by the Chaldeans 
in 586 B. C,, by Titus in A. D. 70, 
and under Hadrian in A. D, 135. 
God always keeps His promises, 
even if the promise be a promise 
of judgment. 

2. True Security and Divine Bless- 
ing (6:6-8). 

God is not to be propitiated by 
the offerings of material things as a 
sacrifice or by any outward profes- 
sion of piety. He looks at the heart. 

Verse 8 is a remarkable and beau- 
tiful epitome ‘of God’s requirement 
of man, namely, justice, kindness, 
and humility; but note that this is 
the requirement of the law, and 
one which no man can possibly ful- 
fill apart from Christ. It is evi- 
dent folly for men to quote this verse 
as did the agnostic Thomas Hux- 
ley and others, to justify themselves 
for not responding to the claims of 
the gospel of Christ. Only Christ 
can make any man capable of true 
justice, constant kindness, and gen- 
uine humility. Only thus can we 
meet the demands of the law of God. 

Real social justice and security 
will come only as there is a recog- 
nition of Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord by the leaders, by the prophets 
and by the people.

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farmers oul in Our section are very 


much upset ubout the peanut 
worms, Quite a number of farm- 
ers have already begun digging 


peanuts, while others are starting 
this week, ‘The writer feels that 
tlus is & serious mistake but of 
course there is no way to tell at 
this time as to whether or not 
I’m right. If we dig our peanuts 
before they are mature we will 
injure the land and we shall also 
gather a crop of nuts which could 
not be up to standard in weight. 
We could not hope for them to 
be No, 1 peanuts. If we must 
luke a loss on our soil and also 
# loss on the peanuts we cannoL 
hope to win very much by digging 
before the worms get the leaves 
cft the vines, I’m hoping that we 
will not become nervous over this 
gituation and injure ourselves. 
Several farmers have told me with- 
in the last few days that the 
viorms had held up in their fields. 
i have found one section where 
the worms have not done any dam- 
age so far. But the farmers in 
that section seem to be shaky 
ebout the worms and are planning 
te dig their peanuts at the earli- 
est possible day. This condition 
reminds me of what a negro boy 
told his parson. The parson was 
telling the negro boy that a ghost 
could not hurt him in any way, 
but the boy replied that the ghost 
could cause him to hurt himself. 
Im afraid that the peanut worm 
is about to cause some of us to 
hurt ourselves. I realize that the 
worm is bad and that we do not 
need him but we cannot afford to 
do something radical because we 
are a little scared on this subject. 
It is my suggestion that you 
watch your peanuts every day and 
that you do not permit yourself 
tc do something radical unless it 


is absolutely necessary, Look your 
vines over each day and watch the 
work of the worms, It is my 
opinion that your pesnuts will be 
mature in ten days after the 
yorms get the leaves and that the 
vines will begin dying within an- 
other ten days. If we will dig 
the places where the worms are 
the worst and do it after the nuts 
have matured and before the vines 
die we should not lose so much 
after all. We could also watch 
about the worms cutting the stems 
from the peanuts before we dig 
them. The hay will be greatly 
injured and the production will be 
reduced but the loss will not be 
so great if we will only do it 
right. Please remember that I’m 
enly making suggestions and I’m 
doing so without any experience 
at all and without many sugges- 
tions from other folks. But if 
we will make a study of this prob- 
lem this year we might be in po- 
sition to fully protect ourselves 
next year. This is a serious mat- 
ter and we should all go about 
it in a serious way. We must find 
& way to destroy these worms. 
* ca * * * 

WHAT WE ARE TRYING TO 
DO—A local Chamber of Com- 
merce has made written request 
ot our Congressman, both U. S. 
Senators, the State Commissioner 
of Agriculture and the Depart- 
ment at Auburn asking that ev- 
crything possible be done to ob- 
tain the true facts about this 
worm this season. Unless this 
work is done at once it will be 
too late and that will mean that 
we must go through with another 
year without a fixed plan of de- 
tense, We need to know where 
this worm comes from, how he 
lives and how to destroy him af- 
ter he does come. There should 
be a chemical which will destroy 
this worm but which will not be 
injurious to our livestock, The 
peanut hay crop is a very valu- 
able crop in this section and if 
we must lose this crop it will be 
a severe blow to our farming 
work. Unless something is done 
we might even lose the entire 
crop as we cannot afford to grow 
peanuts if the worms are to take 


them every year. We have been 
promised by those in power that 
something will be done and that 
it will be done at once. Meet- 
ings have been called in some sec~- 
tons and no doubt but that a lot 
of good will be done by the hold- 
ing these meetings. I hope that 
every peanut farmer will attend 
a meeting if one is held in his 
community. The one thing to 
keep in mind is that we must have 
a remedy for next year, Every 
detail should be worked out now 
so we can do a good job next 
year. I feel that it is your duty 
to write your Congressman, U. 8. 
Senators, the Commissioner of Ag-

PEANUT HAY—The writer has 
been using peanut hay for many 
years but I’m more convinced than 
ever that our peanut hay crop is 
a& very valuable crop and one that 
should be saved to the very best 
or our ability, You cannot be too 
careful about the digging of your 
peanuts and the stacking of the 
vines in the field. You can great- 
ly increase the value of your hay 
if you will use good judgment in 
stacking your peanuts, The first 
thing to be sure about is that your 
stack poles are fixed so the hay 
will be up off the ground. Place 
your slats high enough to keep all 
the hay clear of the greund, In 
the second place be sure to stack 
your peanuts as you dig them. 
Do not pile them in wind rows to 
cry. Do your stacking as fast as 
you do the digging. Of course 
you must not stack the vines while 
the dew is on them. As soon as 
the vines are dry begin your 
slacking and try to stay right up 
with the digging, Shake your 
vines well and make sure that all 
the worms are off before you do 
the stacking. Do not make bottle 
ended stacks as the weather will 


greatly injure the hay in such 
stacks. Make the stacks small 
and high, I believe that every 


stack should be as high as you 
can make it. The higher it is the 
Letter your hay will be. When 
you have finished with the stack- 
ing make sure that the top of the 
stack is well rounded off, If you 
have some grass or other sub- 
stance which can be used for a 
covering you should cover the top 
of each stack. I also like to have 
an air passage around each stack 
pole, As you stack your vines 
you can leave space around the 
pole if you will try to. You might 
secure a green hickory stick about 


five feet long and use it in open- 
ing up a space around each stack 
pole. If you will run this stick 
down by the side of the pole and 
work it back and forth you can 
easily open up aS much space as 
you will need. I think this is very 
important as it prevents the stack 
from going through what we call 
a heat. If this is done your hay 
will be a bright green and will be 
worth much more than it would if 
you stacked your vines in a care- 
less way. This plan will also help 
the grade of your peanuts. It will 
not cost you anything to follow 
this plan and it might do you a 
lot of good. I believe in saving 
every bunch of hay and in saving 
it in the very best way possible. 
We cannot have too much good 
hay. 
* * * * = 

GRINDING HAY —TI have al- 
ways contended that I had the 
right to change my mind about 
anything so I have changed it 
about the grinding of peanut hay. 
I have decided that it is advisable 
tc have our hay ground even if 
it costs us more than we feel we 
sre able to pay. If there are a 
tew sound peanuts in the hay you 
will have a good feed if you use 
nothing but ground hay with a 
little black strap. If we have our 
hay ground we do not lose very 
much of it in feeding, it is much 
easier for the stock to digest, it 
does not take so much for a feed 
and the result is much better. 1 
believe it will pay us all to have 
6ur hay ground before using it. 
If you do not have the cash to 


pay for the grinding you can let 
them take toll and make money. 
The price of grinding seems to be 
coming down and I'll be glad to 
see the day when we can all af- 
ford to have this done. Of course 
we cannot expect a man to do 
our crushing in dribbles unless we 
pay him a price for such work. 
We should club in together and 
have our crushing done at an at- 
tractive price. You can have 
enough ground at one time to last 
you several months. We should 
never have less than a ton ground 
at the time. It would be better to 
grind five tons at a time.

AAA Program Need 
Is Greater Now Than 
Before, Says Evans

Mr, R, A. Evans, Administrator 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, said a few days 
ogo that; “In the situation which 
confronts us by the outbreak of a 
Huropean War there is no reason 
to expect immediate increases in 
demand for important farm com- 
modities, Foreign demand for 
some commodities may go down, 

“Our AAA Farm Program is 
needed more than ever, Jt adds 
to National Security by providing 
the machinery for adjusting the 
production of major crops as 
quickly 48 necessary to any 
changes in demand which may oc- 
cur, The ever normal granary 
storage system for food and fiber 
gives the United States immediate 
“assurance of ample supplies and 
future reserves, 

“The Conservation measures 
give us a farm plant capable of 
producing more efficiently than at 
any time in our history, Demand 
for various products may fluctu- 
ate up or down, but you now have 
the machinery for adjusting your 
farm business to these demands, 

“My advice to farmers is to hold 
the line of the ever-normal ygran- 
ary, adjustment and conservation 
program, 

“Under the AAA program farm- 
ers and the Government will be 
meeting the situation with com- 
mon action,” 

Secretary Wallace in a recent 
press release said, in part: 

“American farmers like all our 
citizens abhor war and will pray 
for speedy peace, 

“First of all, of course, the pri- 
mary effort of the Department of 
Agriculture, together with all oth- 
er branches of the Administration, 
will be to keep this country out 
of war. Secondary to that will be 
the effort to protect American 
farmers and consumers as fully as 
possible against the effects of war 
abroad, 


“War causes economic reper- 
cussions in all countries. It is 
enly natural, therefore, that our 


farmers at this moment are con- 
sidering whether they should modi- 
fy their production plans to meet 
the new situation. 

“I urge American farmers to 
proceed with their production plans 
as if the outbreak in Europe had 
not occurred. 

“American agriculture is in a 
much better position to meet the 
shock of war than it was 25 years 
ago. As we have kept pointing 
out, the very machinery which 
farmers have used to adjust pro- 
cuctions to decreased demand in 
peace-time can be used in war- 
time to increase production if and 
when that becomes advisable, 

“IT urge our farmers not to be 
swayed by the development over- 
seas. Their greatest contribution 
right now to their own weifare 
and the national welfare is to car- 
ry on just as before.”

MAKING A GOOD PASTURE 


It takes planning ahead and lots 
of work to have a good pasture, 
The time to begin planning is dur- 
ing the fall and winter, During 
this time we can cut out the un- 
derbrush, plow up and dise the 
land and apply the fertilizer, Then 
in early spring we will be ready 
to sow the mixture of pasture seed. 

Let's note how Mr, F, F. Mor- 
10w of the Pine Level community 
worked out his pasture program, 
and he has a-good pasture as you 
see in the picture where his cat- 
tle and hogs are grazing in June 
on land seeded in early March, 

Mr. Morrow states that several 
people laughed at him for planting 
his pasture seed on high land and 
even he is surprised at the re- 
sults obtained. This goes to show 
that if we don’t have lowlands for 
pasture we can have a good pas- 
ture on upland, 

Mr. Morrow states that during 
the winter he plowed up his land 
and applied several hundred pounds 
of basic slag to the acre and haa 
a good seed bed prepared on which 
he planted about 10 pounds of 
Dallas Grass and 10 pounds of les- 
pedeza seed per acre during early 
March, This was furnishing good 
grazing in June, 

It is further noted that the three 
acres of land planted to pasture 
were on one side of a large pas- 
tlre area and one has but to visit 
the field now to see the difference 
in the grazing’ on the two areas, 
You will find the cattle and hogs 
grazing on this seeded area any 
time in preference to the unseed- 
ed and unfertilized area, 


JONES WARNS OF 


PEANUT ALLOTMENTS 


AUBURN, Ala,—With the ar- 
rival of peanut digging time, it 
is important that Alabama farm- 
ers do not incur penalties for over- 
digging their peanut allotments, 
according to A, W. Jones, admin- 
istrative officers of the Triple-A 
ir. the State. 

Jones said the penalties as set 
forth in the 1988 Adjustment Act 
were $1.25 per 100 pounds in ex- 
cess of the normal yield of the 
peanut acreage. In other words, 
the farmer’s normal yield is set 
up and for each 100 pounds over 
his normal yield allotment he will 
be penalized. The average penal- 
ty would be about $7 per acre, he 
said. 

He urged farmers who have 
commercial peanut allotments to 
check with their county AAA of- 
fice to be sure that they do not 
exceed their allotments and incur 
the penalties,

pockets and cavities, Allow the 
benzol to act 2 to 3 minutes and 
then repeat the injection, In some 
cases it may be necessary to split 
the skin in order to get at the 
maggots in deep pockets, but as 
little damage as possible should 
be done to the tissues, Chloro- 
form can be used instead of ben- 
zol, but it is more expensive. 

After the maggots are killed 
snd removed from the wound, ap- 
ply pine tar oil (specifie gravity 
(065) to it and around the af- 
fected area, Repeat this treatment 
at intervals of % or 4 days until 
you are sure all maggots are 
lrilled, 

If pine tar oil is not available, 
use one part of pine tar and two 
parts of crank case oil or cotton- 
seed oil, The pine tar is more 
irritating and will not repel flies 
as long as the pine tar oil,

2. Pass satisfactorily occupa- 
tional tests given by the “teacner 
of vocational agriculture, 

3. Have deposited in the bank 
or have productively invested a 
minimum of $250.00. 

4. Hold office in local F. F. A. 
chapter and pass satisfactorily a 
test in parliamentary procedure, 

5, Complete one or more of the 
following: (a) lead a group dis- 
cussion for 40 minutese, (b) make 
the school judging team, (c) de- 
bating team, (d) other teams rep- 
resenting the school.

During his first year in vocation- 
al agriculture Jeff Martin carried 
cut a home supervised program 
consisting of three acres of cotton, 
two acres of corn, had a beef cat- 
tle feeding project and won grand 
champion at the Dothan Livestock 
show last year and Grand Cham- 
pion at Montgomery this year. 
Jeff has five calves which he is 
feeding out at the present time. 
Jeff has gotten a lot of good pub- 
lic speaking experience appearing 
in Civic clubs and many other ag- 
ricultural club programs talking 
about his cattle experiences, He 
was secretary of the Enterprise 
F, F, A, Chapter last year. 

James Pridgen started in agri- 
culture with four acres of peanuts 
as a home project and now has 
five acres of peanuts, a sow and 
litter and two beef calves which 
he is feeding for the fat-stock 
show in Dothan next spring.

Vocational Education GRAND JURY IN SESSION; 


rogram In Coffee 
County Is Reviewed

Coffee County's unusual voca- 
tional education program is forg- 
ing ahead in a big way, 

Our program in Coffee County 
is unusual in that we not only 
have “inside” teachers of yocation- 
a) agriculture and home economics 
ic the Hnterprise, Elba, New 
Brockton and Kinston schools, but 
we also have outside teachers of 
vocational agriculture and home 
economics (or field workers as they 
&re sometimes called) in the above 
first three named schools, 

The “inside” teachers teach the 
regular all-day classes and follow 
the boys and girls into their homes 
with a regular supervised practice 
program, and in addition teach 
two or more adult classes in the 
afternoon or evening, The “out- 
side’ teachers devote their entire 
time to instruction, demonstration 
with field lessons, and supervision 
of adult classes of men and wom 
en, day-unit and part-time (or out 
of school) classes of boys and girls, 

During the past year some fifty 
adult classes have been conducted 
in more than thirty of the rural 
communities of the county, Every 
effort is being made to reach all 
the farm homes, whether share- 
cropper, tenants or landlords. In- 
struction is based upon the needs 
found in the various communities 
with stress given to health, sani- 
tation, food, clothing, home man- 
agement, home improvernent, child 
care, planting year round gardens, 
tome orchards, livestock improve- 
ment, insect control, soil conser- 
vation, soil building, farm finance, 
fertilizers, field crops, varieties, 
end social and recreational life. 
In all cases the lessons are prac- 
tical and seasonal where possible. 

Canning Program 

The five canning plants which 
are located at Enterprise, Good- 
man, Elba, Kinston and Zion Chap- 
ci were opened for operation this 
past summer, These plants were 
turned over to the County Board 
of Education by the Farm Securi- 
ty Administration and the voca- 
tional teachers have been placed 
in charge of the supervision of 
these plants, 

A county-wide canning plant 
committe is composed of the fol- 
lowing members; W,. L, Walsh of 
Elba, chairman; J. H, Kitchens 
and Miss Opal Galloway, Enter- 
prise; Miss Velma Patterson and 
Mrs. Kathleen Ellis, Elba; W. 1. 
McArthur and A. C, Dunaway. 
Plans will be worked out by the 
above committee for the standardi- 
zation of all products canned and 
it is hoped that not only will the 
Tarm families of Coffee County 
put up all the canned food supply 
they need at home, but that we 
will have a market for surplus 
canned products and in this way 
have an additional source of cash 
income on the farm. 

Junior High School Work 

The day-unit work which was 
started in the new Goodman, Zion 
Chapel and New Hope Junior High 
Schools last year under the direc- 
tion of the “outside” teachers of 
vocational agriculture and home 
economics will be continued this 
year. A back-to-school movement 
bas been noted in these communi- 
ties and boys and girls who have 
been out of school for a number 
of years are returning to complete 
their education. After completing 
the ninth grade, many will go on 
to an accredited high school and
